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BISHOP SHOT BY MINISTER, 


WHO THEN KILLS HIMSELF 


Episcopal Leader, in Dangerous 
Condition at Hospital. 


By the Associated Press. | 

CHARLESTON, S. C., June 4.— 
Attacked by a retired minister for 
whom he had just written a check 
for $50, the Right Rev. William 
A. Guerry, bishop of the South 
Carolina Episcopal Diocese, was 
shot and seriously wounded in his 
office here shortly ‘after noon to- 
day. His assailant, the Rev. J. H. 
Woodward, 66 years old, of Bruns- 
wick, Ga., then shot and killed 
himself with the pistol he used in 
shooting the bishop. 

At the Ropes Hospital it was sald 
the bishop’s condition was grave. 
The bullets struck him in the right 
side of the chest. He was uncon- 
scious. Efforts of the physicians 
were being devoted to stopping se- 
rious hemorrhages. The attend- 
ing physician said he would oper- 
ate tonight if the bishop’s condi-, 
tion permitted.

WASHINGTON, June 4.—Evi- 
dence of crime obtained by Federal 
agents by tapping telephone wires 
was deciared by the United States 
Supreme Court today to be valid 
and admissible at the trial of the 
accused and not unlawful search 
and seizure prohibited by < the 
fourth amendment. 

By this decision the conviction 
of Roy Olmstead and about 90 oth- 
ers at Seattle, Wash., on the charge 
of conspiracy to violate the prohi- 
bition law on evidence largely ob- 
tained by Government agents by 
wire tapping was sustained: 

The highest tribuna] held that 
evidence obtained by wire tapping 
did not violate the constitutional 
guarantees against unlawful search 
and seizure and that its use did 
not violate the constitutional pro- 
hibition against requiring a person 
to give evidence against himself. 

It added that such methods of 
obtaining evidence did not consti- 
tute an unlawful invasion of the 
sanctity of the home and the priv- 
acy of the telephone, 

Not Idke Mall Messages. 

Telephone messages were de- 
clared unlike messages sent by 
mail and not tmmune from use as 
evidence in criminal proceedings. 
The Court said that listening to 
conversations over a telephone was 
not the same from a legal stand 
point as obtaining through a key- 
hole or an open window evidence 
which woyld be admitted provided 


| there was no unlawful trespass, 


Evidence obtained by wire tap- 
ping was not as objectionable un- 
der the constitution, it asserted, as 
stealing books and papers from 
the home, or of attempting to use 
at a trial information which had 
been committed to memory by 
surreptitiously reading a letter or 
paper in one’s home. 

While a constitutional amend- 
ment prohibits unlawful search and 
seizure the Court declared listen- 
ing in did not constitute search 
and seizure and that the consti- 
tution did not prohibit listening 
and seeing. Congress could, how- 
ever, if it desired, prohibit by leg- 
islation, fhe use of such evidence. 

The court in an opinion by Chief 
Justice Taft said the courts could 
not exclude lawful evidence, al- 
though obtained by unethical 
methods. He said some members 
of the court were of the opinion 
that the methods used in obtaining 
the evidence were improper and 
should be frowned upon. 

Holmes and Brandeis Dissent. 

Justices Holmes and Brandeis 
dissented, taking the view that the 
listening in was a criminal act and 
that while the violation of the pro- 
hibition act should be punished 
evidence so obtained should have 
been excluded. It is much better. 
their opinion says, that some crim- 
inals should escape than that the 
Government should play an ignoble 
part. Evidence obtained by a 


crime of law officers should be | 
excluded as much as evidence un- | 


constitutionally obtained.

CUSTOMS GUARDS 
SUSPENDED FOR 
SMUGGLING LIQUOR 


Eighteen From New York 
Office Face Hearing To- 
day in Extensive Graft 
Plot. 


By Leased Wire from the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 4.—Philip 
Elting, Collector of the Port, will 
hold a hearing today in the case of 
18 customs guards suspended from 
the service at midnight Sat- 
urday in the Federal Govern- 
ment’s latest effort to stop the 
city’s flow of smuggled liquor. 
Investigation of other guards, of 
whom several are under supiscion, 
is beinz continued, and is expected 
to result in the most extensive 


customs shake-up this port has 
witnessed in years. 

The report, published in yester- 
day’s newspapers, that the Treas- 
ury “under cover’ ‘agents had also 
linked New York police officers of 
the marine division with the smug- 
gling of liquors from liners of the 
North Atlantic service, brought 
prompt action by Police Commis- 
sioner Warren. / 

Report by Tomorrow. 

Treasury investigators, accord- 
ing to a customs official who let 
out word of the secret shake-up, 
asserted the only difference  be- 
tween the bribery practice by cus- 
toms guards and that of marine 
police was that the police demand- 
ed by customs guards and that of 
marine police was that the police 
demanded the larger payments, 
taking as much as $20 a case for 
permitting the landing of contra- 
band liquor as against $10 a case 
the customs guards are alleged io 
have taken. 

A detailed report containing the 
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specific charges against the guards 
will be submittec not later than 
tomorrow, Elting announced. He 
said an oral report, made to him a 
few days ago, prompted the sus- 
pensions Saturday. 

A hearing was held several 
weeks ago at which the alleged 
liquor and narcotic activities of 
guards were made known, Elting 
added. An investigation was sub.- 
sequently begun by special agents 
from the Treasury Department and 
the Commissioner of Custom’s of- 
fice. These have prepared the re- 
port which will be made public. 
In the port district there are 400 
customs guards whose duty is to 
see that no goods leave docked 
ships without proper certification 
of having been passed by customs 
inspectors. 

The investigation, however, has 
thus far involved only the guards 
along the Chelsea piers, center of 
entry for the finest liquors obtain- 
able in the city. It does not touch 
the ordinary bootleg trade and has 
nothing to do with the various 
flim-flam games based on the con. 
sumer’s desire to buy “stuff right 
cff a ship’. The liquor that.has 
been pouring in from these piers 
is the best to be had in London, 
Paris or Hamburg,. brought over 
on the largest liners and delivered, 
without tampering, wherever .§ de- 
sired by New Yorkers who are 
able to pay the high cost of such 
bootleg luxury, Elting said. 

Can Make $2100 In Week. 

A $2100 a year guard can make 
the equivalent of his annual sal- 
ary in a week. Names of the con- 
sumers are to be had in the social] 
register and with high credit rat- 
ing in Bradstreet’s. 

There have been various rumors 
afloat regarding the intermediaries 
able to connect the demand with 
this supply. It is said the bulk of 
the business is handled by two 
large syndicates whose managers 
work with the precision of a suc- 
cessful merchant or bank. 

A sale price is agreed on and 
delivery promised at a_ definite 
time. Until now the promise has 
always been kept.. Every popular 
liquor from champagne to fine 
whisky has been so handled, with 
payments made upon delivery, 

The investigation grew out of 
charges made upon the floor of 
Congress last December by Repre- 
sentative La Guardia of this city, 
who also turned over his material 
to Secretary of the Treasury Mel- 
lon.

The terms of the 
leases as proposed fix the present 
day high prices as the foundation 
of the charges of percentages for 
depreciation and return’ thereon, 
the same to be made a part of the 
operating cost of the Union Com- 
pany of Missouri and reflected in 
the rates charged to its patrons. 
The lease in effect makes invest- 
ment cost of the plant in Illinois 
the basis for calculating rates for 
35 years. The approval of the pro- 
posed lease would, in substance, 
bind the commission to the invest- 
ment cost of the new plant at the 
present high prices for a _ long 
period and such a course would be 
inconsistent with the rulings of the 
courts, to the effect that the fair 
value of property for rate making 
must reflect the prevailing cost at 
the time the valuation of the 
property is made.

OUNT HERMANN KEYSER- 
LING is a philosopher who be- 
lieves that,the natural study of 
mankind is man—and woman, 

Love and ‘marriage are 
themes. They are the subject un- 
dertaken during the past year at 
his School of Wisdom at Darm- 
stadt. They are the themes of his 
“Book of Marriage’ and will oc- 
cupy a large share of his forth- 
coming book ‘‘Europe.” 

“Man is what woman makes 
him,” he says. 

He returns in his thinking to 
some of the ancient, racially rooted 
beliefs about marriage; that it 
should be entered into not in the 
hope of happiness, but as the ful- 
fillment of a duty; that man and 
woman are essentially different 
and that the male must dominate.
